Washington, April 23.—The Senate 
amendments to the world’s fair bill 
have been concurred in by the House by 
a vote of 93 to 21. 
The act now simply 
awaits the signature of the President to 
become a law. 
A fter the approval of the journal in 
the House Chairman Candler of the 
world’s fair committee 
obtained the 
Speaker’s 
recognition 
and 
asked 
for ‘ 
the 
concurrence 
of 
the 
House 
in the 
Senate 
amendments 
to the bill. 
He said that the amend­ 
ments had received the approval of the 
Chicago representatives; th at they ap­ 
peared wise in themselves, and that the 
appointm ent of a conference committee 
seemed to him unnecessary. 
He there­ 
fore moved the adoption of the amend­ 
ments. 
There were a few scattering ob­ 
jections. The yeas and nays were called 
for, but the call was not sustained, and 
upon a division the amendments were 
adopted by a vote of 93 to 21. 
T his settles the world’s fair question, 
greatly to the relief of those who for the 
last six months have been looking after 
the Congressional end of it. 
Chairman 
Candler has received tho congratulations 
of those who appreciate his essential 
services since the fair was located at 
Chicago. 
The bill will be engrossed to­ 
day. signed by the Speaker, and sent to 
President Harrison, who will without 
doubt sign it immediately. 
The House went into committee of the 
whole on the legislative appropriation 
bill. 
Mr. Butterw orth of Ohio, in a 
brief explanation of the bill, said that in 
some of the bureaus of the departm ents 
there was substantially a civil pension 
list. 
It consisted of a number of old 
persons who had faithfully served the 
government in the past but who were 
no longer able to perform their duties. 
They were carried on the rolls, but were 
of no service to the government. 
The 
committee on appropriations had allowed 
an increase in the clerical force of tho 
civil service commission, substantially 
as requested by the commission. 
Mr. Dockery, of Missouri criticised 
certain features of the bill, especially 
the Increase made in the number of 
government employes. 
The bill pro­ 
vided for the appointment of 141 new 
officers, at a cost of $161,500. 
He did 
not say that all of this Increase was un­ 
necessary but in mauy Instances it should 
not have been made at this time. 
Re­ 
ferring to the civil-pension list he said 
th at a hurried examination had shown 
the fact th at in the departm ent there 
were employed 397 persons who were 
wholly or partially inefficient, but who 
drew salaries amounting to $450,000. 
Mr. 
Allen of Mississippi confessed 
th at he was somewhat disappointed In 
the bill. 
He quoted from a speech de­ 
livered by Mr. Cannon, and used as a 
campaign document, declaring that the 
Republican party was devoted to the 
country and would lf it came Into power 
adm inister the government with greater 
economy and greatly reduce expendi­ 
tu re s. 
I t w as th is prom ise w h ich ac­ 
counted for h is disappointment. 
He 
failed to find that there was any reduc­ 
tion in this bill. 
Now and then he 
liked to meet his Republican friends on 
the street and chat with them, but after 
March 4, 1889, it had been impossible for 
him to keep up with them in their wild 
rush to tho departm ents to get office and 
show their devotion to their country. 
[Laughter.] 
Mr. Cannon of Illinois replied to Mr. 
Dockery’s criticism of the bill. 
In view 
of the last administration and the last 
Congress it seemed th at the gentleman 
had swallowed a camel then and was 
straining at a gnat. 
He then proceeded 
to read, with comments and amid laugh­ 
ter, the list of defaulting State treasur­ 
ers of the southern States. 
Mr. Williams of Illinois criticised the 
Republicans of the House for not bring­ 
ing in a bill for the settlem ent of the 
silver question and thus relieving the 
oppressed people of the country. 
Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio, speaking of 
the civil-service system, said he could 
not believe th at the law and its admin­ 
istration was approved by one-fifth of 
the members of either House of Con­ 
gress. 
He believed th at if each mem­ 
ber of the House 
would vote his de­ 
liberate opinion he would declare that 
tho whole system was founded on a 
mistake, and its administration on a 
false principle. 
It was detrim ental to 
the very purpose it was aimed to ac­ 
complish. 
[Applause.] 
Mr. Clements—W hat civil-service re 
form was it th at was indorsed by the 
Chicago convention? 
Mr. Grosvenor—To turn Democrats 
out and put Republicans in. 
[Laugh­ 
ter.] 
Continuing, Mr. Grosvenor said that 
not only would he vote against increas­ 
ing the force of the commission, but he 
would vote here and everywhere to re­ 
peal the whole law. 
[Applause.] 
It 
was a fraud on the people of the country. 
Mr. Lodge of M assachusetts defended 
the civil service law and resented its 
being characterized as a humbug and 
fraud. 
Subsequently Mr. 
Lord read 
from the New York Evening Post a list 
of the occupation of the members of the 
Tammany executive committee. 
In re­ 
taliation for this Mr. Spinola read from 
the same paper an article upon the 
character of Senator Quay. 
He was called to order by Mr. Gros- 
vernor, who claimed th at it was not in 
order for a representative to read a 
scurrilous attack on a senator. 
The 
chairman ruled the point well taken and 
Mr. Spinola continued in order, attack­ 
ing the administration as being “ En­ 
glish, you know.” 
It bad abolished the 
green, the color of Old Erin, and substi­ 
tuted a red stamp. 
[Laughter.] 
Mr. Darlington of Pennsylvania said 
th at the statem ent that Senator Quay 
had been a defaulter when he was State 
treasurer was false in every particular. 
He was one of Treasurer Quay’9 bonds­ 
men and he knew what he was talking 
about.

M in n e a po l is, Minn., April 23.—The 
action of the banks of St. Paul in refus­ 
ing to accept Canadian coin except at a 
discount will be followed by the Minne­ 
apolis banks. 
In St. Paul the street railway com­ 
pany began refusing the coin on the 
cars several days ago. 
They had been 
depositing the Canadian coin, and tile 
bank protested that it had a great deal 
of trouble in finding a convenient outlet 
for it. 
A large amount of 
it was 
shipped East, but was returned at the 
bank’9 expense. 
Even tho Canadian 
bankers refused to take it without ex­ 
acting a large discount. 
As bullion the Canadian specie will 
bring about 72 cents on the dollar. 
Canadian paper money will hereafter be 
received in Minneapolis only at a dis­ 
count, 2 p e r cent on paper and 20 Der 
cent on coin being a g r e e d upon.

C hicag o, April 23.—Tho carpenters’ 
strike presented an unchanged appear­ 
ance to-day. The same sporadic attem pts 
on the part of the bosses to resume 
work were made, with the usual uncer­ 
tain results. 
In some cases tho non­ 
union men stuck to their work heedless 
of the arguments of the strikers. 
On 
other jobs tools were hastily gathered up 
and the work was left unfinished and 
deserted. 
The reports received at the 
strikers’ headquarters indicated 
thai 
the stagnation of building business was 
g ieater to-day than at any time since 
the strike began.

The workingmen of the lountrv 
are watching your struggle with anxious* 
eyes and regard it as tho skirmish line 
of the great eight-hour movement. 
“ J a m e s N i x o n , 
“Corresponding Secretary Brooklyn Cen­ 
tral Labor Union.” 
Tho Carpenters’ council will hold a 
conference to day with President Gomp- 
ers of tile American Federation of La­ 
bor, at which tile strike in all its rela­ 
tions will be discussed. 
All the briek-makers in the Northern 
and Northwestern yards to the number 
of some twelve hundred went out on a 
strike yesterday. 
A meeting was held 
on Sunday, at which it was determined 
to demand that 7,000 bricks should con­ 
stitute a day’s work instead of 8,000, as 
heretofore, and that the pay, which 
ranges from $2 to $2.50 a day. should be 
the same. 
This was not agreed to by 
the bosses, and yesterday morning the 
men at Unterelser A Bornhoeft’s yard 
demanded the 7,000 a day work. 
They 
were told that if they could not do a fair 
day’s work they were not wanted and 
they immediately struck, going down to 
all tile yards and calling all tho men 
out. 
Tile men almost all responded to 
the call. 
Trouble is expected and In­ 
spector Hubbard and Capt. Schuettler 
will be prepared for It.

agree to pay competent carpenters and 
joiners 30 cents an hour and concede 
the eight-hour day. 
The agreement, 
which holds good for one year, was 
signed by the entire arbitration com­ 
mittee. 
Tho strikers 
originally de­ 
manded 35 cents an hour, although they 
had only been getting from 20 to 25 
cents. 
About 600 men have resumed 
work to-day.
